lo wed his hired assassins to smo ther the 
y o ung priso ners. 
Mo re co ntinues: 


“ Abo ut midnight (the children ly ing 
in their beddes), they came into the 
chamber and so dainly lapped them up 
amo ng the clo thes, so bewrapped them 
and entangled them, keeping do wn by 
fo rce the fetherbed and pillo wes hard 
unto their mo uthes that within a while, 
smo red and stifled, they r breath failing, 
they gav e up to Go d their so ules.”

W e are not saying that the leaders of our mili- j 
tarv system are delib erately seeking war. b ut 
the m iiitary mind is apt to have more confidence 
in the efficacy of force than in the agencies 
which make for peace. 
To those who fear the

who are inclined to look upon the pacifist as a 
traitor to his country, it should b e said that 
each may serve as a wholesome antidote to the 
other.
